Death took from o u r commu nity 
one of Hamlin’s 
pioneer 
citizens, 
very u nexpectedly last Friday, Ju ne 
25, when Mrs. R D. Moore passed 
away, a t the Hamlm Hospital. 
Most acqu aintances of Mrs. Moore 
knew she had not been in the best of 
health and had gone to *the hospital 
| fo r treatm ent, bu t few, not even her 
closest loved one> realized 
she 
was 
so near death’s door. 
The end came 
at 2 45 P. M. Ju ne 25. 
The life sketch of Mrs. Moore is 
a very interesting one. 
She 
lived 
to be 77 years, 4 months and 1 day 
of age 
She was born in the state of 
Ohio, Febru ary 24. 18 59 . 
H er maid­ 
en name was Henrietta Carpenter. At 
the age of 11 years he parents mov­ 
ed to Missou ri where the family re­ 
sided for a few years, and du ring the 
time, her father lost heavily in a 
bank failu re that earned his holdings 
away. 
A fter abo u t tw'o years the 
family moved to Arkansas, and while 
she was in her early teens they set­ 
tled in McLennan Cou nty, Texas. 


Mrs. Moore became the wife of 
| R. D. Moore in 18 79 , and they made 
their home at Bru ceville, where their 
five children V ere born.

In early days a relative of R, I). 
Moore, Sr. acqu ired a large body of 
land located 
in Jo nes and Fiaher- 
er Cou nties, and this holding brou ght 
the Moore family to West 
Texas. 
They came to Hamlin in 19 07, 
bu t 
several years before this R. D. Moore 
had donated to the Orient Townsite 
Co. the original site fo r what is now 
the thriving little 
city o f Hamlin. 
Since befo re the beginning of this 
city, the Moore family figu red prom­ 
inently in its fo u ndation and devel­ 
opment. 
Besides the original to wn­ 
site, several Moore Additions 
have 
been created as time passed. 


Mrs. Moore and her hu sband were 
among the first citizens to erect good 
homes in this city— one of the fa­ 
mou s stately two-story homes, 
that 
to this day graces o u r city on Un­ 
ion Avenu e, was bu ilt by Mrs. Moore 
shortly a fte r the death o f her hu s­ 
band, which occu rred in 19 09 . 
M rs. Moore always took an espe­ 
cial interest in Hamlin’s 
progress. 


jShe was a devoted Christian char 
aeter, being one o f the leading mem- 
i bers o f the Chu rch of Christ. 
She 
| gave liberally o f her means fo r her 
chu rch work. 
In recent years. Mrs. 
| Moore became u nable to get abou t 
as she formerly did, and to be near 
her chu rch, she pu rchased lots al- 
| most directly across the street from 
the bu ilding and there again erected 
j on o f the attractive and most su b­ 
stantial homes in the city. 
She did 
not bu ild ju st fo r herself, bu t fo r 
• her loved 
ones. 
Often 
when 
her 
neighbors wou ld ask 
her w~hy 
she 
was bu ilding so many rooms, 
she 
| wou ld remark that she had as many 
I children now as she ever had 
and 
i she w anted room fo r them when they 
i » me home. 
She was a mo ther 
of 
stro ng character and one who leaves 
her influ ence to live on and on.

F A bottle of slow poison stood 
in the medicine closet of her 
home, 
no woman 
would 
go 
there hourly and tak e a spoon­ 
ful of it. 
Bui. there is another k ind of poi­ 
son, more dreadful in its effects, 
that thousands of women k eep on 
tap and tak e regularly . 
It is the 
poison called jealousy . 
And jeal­ 
ousy and insanity are first cousins. 
One woman I k new was not p ar­ 
ticularly fond of her husband until 
another woman wanted him. Then 
she 
writhed, 
whispered, 
foamed 
with all the sy mptoms of a disor­ 
dered mind. She set trap s for him, 
she tried to bribe his office nurse 
to spy on him, she bored every one 
she k new with hy sterical outbursts 
of rage. When the other woman was 
mentioned she became actually sin­ 
ister; she k new it for a fact that 
Marian cheated at cards, she k new 
it for a fact that Marian wasn’t 
straight, she k new every thing dis­ 
agreeable that could be imagined 
about Marian. Some one happened 
to speak of M arian’s child. 
“ Ha, she’s defective, y ou k now!" 
said the discarded wife, with a 
laugh. “ The poor little thing’ll nev­ 
er be norm al!” The husband was 
mentioned. “ I hear John’s wearing 
corsets and having his face lifted," 
the jealous wife screamed rather 
than said, with peals of laughter. 
And this was a quiet, ap p arently 
p leasant woman, who never before 
had shown any signs of the volcano 
that was ready to burst forth at the 
first touch of jealousy . 
In the old day s, when home and 
church influences took care of chil­ 
dren’s morals, girls—and jealousy 
is rather a feminine characteristic, 
—girls grew up conscious that it 
was a pitfall, and determined to 
fight it. 
“ Look out, my girls," writes the 
father in “Little Women,” from a 
Civil War camp, “ I want each one 
of y ou to fight her bosom enemy ." 
It’s an old-fashioned p hfase; our 
children wouldn’t k now what we 
were talk ing about if we reminded 
them to fight their bosom enemies; 
no one ever has told them that with­ 
in each one of us lie the powers 
that can destroy our very souls. 
i 
Sex jealousy is perhap s the most | 
poignantly painful and destructive 
of all; it is the only sort of jealousy 
men ever seem to feel. 
It is the 
tragedy of its agonies that it de­ 
stroy s in those who give away to it 
all natural attractiveness. 
It is curable. 
A jealous woman 
m ay emerge from this fiery trial 
all the stronger and finer for it, but 
very few mothers seriously analy ze 
their children’s characters in these , 
day s, and try to strengthen what is 
good in them, and weed out what is 
bad, so that m any wives come to 
the 
test 
completely 
unfitted 
for 
what is a real spiritual crisis. 
Ruth, for ex ample, is thirty -three. 
She was m arried nine y ears ago 
and has two boy s, both in school, 
i 
She was alway s a trifle heavy , and 
she has settled now into something 
lik e stock iness; 
she was alway s 
somewhat unimaginative, and she 
is managing this affair with a com­ 
plete lack of imagination. 
Walter has fallen in love with the 
woman in his office, Jane Deane. 
Jane is twenty -eight, divorced, and 
ex tremely plain at first view. 
But 
hers is one of those faces that p res­ 
ently seem 
almost beautiful, 
in ; 
spite of a homely big mouth, prom- 1 
inent teeth, straight dark hair, sal­ 
low sk in. 
Jane has magnificent 
gray black -lashed ey es, a lovely 
voice, and a delightful disposition. 
Ruth discovered the affair six 
months ago; she immediately col­ 
lapsed. 
She put up no fight. 
She 
lay for day s weeping on her bed; 
her face grew dark with anger and 
swollen with tears; she would not 
come to meals. 
To her little boy s 
she said between sobs that Daddy 
didn’t love them any more; he was 
in love with Mrs. Deane; he was 
going away to leave them. 
Once 
an ex tremely p retty woman, Ruth 
lost all semblance of good look s; 
she stopped golf; 
she went no­ 
where; 
she 
put 
on 
seventeen 
pounds. 
She stubbornly refuses Walter a 
divorce, and she continues to mak e 
his life wretched at home. 
Every 
time he goes out of the house she 
calls 
after him spitefully : 
“ All 
right, go to y our Ja ne !” In short, j 
she has tak en the path best calcu­ 
lated to wreck what might be sal­ 
vaged in their m arriage, and to 
mak e Walter dislik e her. 
Now, this situation of a husband 
—p erhap s a g$od and faithful hus­ 
band, being strongly attracted to 
another woman—is one that many 


m arried women have had to face 
in the p ast thirty y ears, and one 
that will recur from time to time 
in the y aars 
to come. 
Society 
doesn’t censure him now as once 
it did, and the law, instead of hold­ 
ing him firmly to his m arriage 
vows, amiably condones divorce. A 
few week s in an amusing and pleas­ 
ant western city and he is free, not 
responsible any more for the wom­ 
an and children by whom he has 
been loved as husband and father 
for so many y ears. 
Whatever the woman does under 
the circumstances, she loses. 
This 
is one of the times when she 
ca n’t 
win. If she holds him he 
is restless 
and resentful. 
If she lets 
him go 
her life is too often ruined by the 
bitterness, the disillusionment, the 
j loneliness, the general disturbance 
; of the whole current of her day s. 
Our social scheme today permits 
the man to feel himself acting quite 
honorably when he leaves the wom­ 
an of whom he is tired and goes to 
; the new love; and his discarded 
wife is only setting herself against 
j the current when she protests. 
But all the same she doesn’t have 
to let him go if she doesn’t want 
to. Nine times out of ten the sm art­ 
er thing, the thing that m ak es for 
, happiness in the end, is NOT to let 
him go. 
Ruth m ay k now in her 
heart that Walter is mak ing a fool 
of himself; that what he feels for 
Jane won’t last; that Jane couldn’t 
mak e him a good wife, or any man 
a good wife. 
Ruth’s course, if she wants to 
handle the whole thing intelligently , 
is to m ak e home p leasanter than 
ever; to be alway s serene and p a­ 
tient; to bide her time. Her course 
is to mak e herself charm ing; not 
for Walter, for he won’t see her at 
all for awhile, but on general prin­ 
ciples. 
Her course is to k eep her­ 
self busy , find work inside the house 
and out that interests her, that lifts 
her a little bit above the narrow 
circle of home. Ruth attracted Wal­ 
ter once against all comers; the 
most sacred hours of life are those 
associated with her; whether he 
m arries Jane or doesn’t the hour 
is going to come when he sees Ruth 
in the old light. 
And then in a few y ears we have 
the very ordinary spectacle of 
a 
husband pretending that his passion 
for Jane was just warm friendship, 
forgetting completely that he ask ed 
Ruth to set him free, restored to 
the home circle and to his wife’s 
affections. 
But the wife has to get rid of 
the last shred of jealousy before 
she can succeed in this sort of cam ­ 
paign. 
She has to see the other 
woman’s viewpoint to realize that 
all of us, all our lives long, are get­ 
ting humiliating jolts and shock s; 
to say to herself that what happens 
to so many other women m ay well 
happen to her. 
She has to aban­ 
don all hope of recriminations and 
rep roaches until the heat of the af­ 
fair has long died away , and treat 
it as she would a fever. 
Such a 
wife can be reasonably sure of a 
successful ending; and what else 
m atters? And when the sk ies are 
clear again she will have to refrain 
from triump h; this defection in her 
husband is no more serious than her 
own defects as a wife; if he has 
failed her signally in one way , she 
has failed him in a score of others. 
She has k ept his life dull when it 
might have been ex citing; she has 
slumped into disorder and ineffi­ 
ciency when the other woman has 
been alway s fresh and attractive. 
Not that it is alway s Ruth’s fault; 
this trial comes to even the most ef­ 
ficient, capable and loving of wives. 
Propinquity or chance will drag a 
m an’s affections from their legiti­ 
m ate anchor as long as men are 
men, as long as the other woman is 
the other woman. 
The law that 
sends a fatal germ into one mouth 
and sp ares a thousand others, that 
tak es away one woman’s only child 
while leaving another woman a safe 
and happy nursery of half a dozen 
children, that gives one little sister 
curly hair and another a talent for 
the violin, that burns one house 
and leaves its fellow standing, op­ 
erates in this m atter, too. 
Your 
husband may be one of the men 
who simply isn’t going to be faith­ 
ful; that m ay be y our slice of the 
trouble of life. 
Don’t try to dodge it when it 
comes. 
Face it as y ou would sick ­ 
ness, poverty , war, with spirit and 
courage. 
Rem ember in the m at­ 
ter of y our husband’s affection, no 
woman tak es any thing away from 
y ou. 
You lost it before she found 
it. Only honesty and sweetness and 
sheer fineness of character can get 
it back .

disappointment it is announced that 
30,000 that have been on the pen­ 
sion rolls are to be cut off for lack 
of funds to pay the old people who 
have 
been 
receiving a small pit­ 
tance. 
It is contended by the state au­ 
thorities 
that 
the 
federal govern­ 
ment is complaining that the Tex as 
pension roll is too large and 
for 
that reason further reduction in the 
Tex as list 
of 
pensioners is in 
the 
mak ing. 
It is regretable that 
the 
legislature did not meet the pension 
problem in a statesmanlik e 
manner. 
Its failure to do so now presents an 
issue that must be met in nex t y ears 
campaign. 
Every 
candidate 
for 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
as well as every 
candidate for the 
legislature should be anx ious to tell 
the people what they propose to do 
to pay the full pension of $15 a 
month which the people voted in last 
y ear’s election. 
No candidate 
should be allowed 
to duck 
or 
dodge 
the issue. 
It 
should be made an issue of pensions 
or p art pension, for the constitu­ 
tion or against the consitution. 
What 
the 
Federal government 
say s or does should not in any way 
interfere with the state’s obligation 
to pay the full $15.00 a month to 
all persons qualified under the con­ 
stitutional amendment voted by the 
people 
If the Federal government 
Aa. to offer 'o pay $15.00 a month 
it would not relieve the state of its 
obligation 
to 
also pay $15.00 a 
month which the state is bound to 
pay . 
There is no condition in the Tex ­ 
as constitution requiring the Tex as 
pension to be reduced by whatever 
sum the Federal government 
may 
pay or wants to pay . 
The 
Tex as 
constitution does provide ihat 
the 
state may accept and receive what­ 
ever amount for pensions that the 
.Fedelral government may want to 
pay , but it does 
not 
permit 
the 
Tex as pension to be reduced in any 
sum. 
Tex as has fix ed by a solemn 
vote of the people its own standard 
and amount of pension 
regardless 
of the Federal government. 
Suppose the Federal government 
should say that it will not pay but 
$5.00 a month, (and I look for them 
to say it soon) 
would any sensi­ 
ble and fair minded person contend 
that the state has paid its just debt 
to the old people by pay ing them 
only $5.0-0 a month just because the 
Federal government was pay ing only 
that much? 
Tex as must paddle its own canoe, • 
and, therefore, it must provide for 
the pay ment of $15.00 a month to 
all constitution qualified pensioners 
without red tape qualification. 
The 
Battle is one.
